ler, and imposes a fine of $10.00 for 
each day dogs chase

the close season, and $5.00 for each 
game bird or small 
game animal 


killed. Under section 25 of the came 
act any person may kill a dog chas- 
ing deer or elk at any time of the 
year, ami we are ready to pay anyone 
$5 for killing a dog chatting deer or 
elk upon receipt of proper affidavit

killed. 


Owners of dogs diluting or killing 
doer or elk ore liable to penalties 
ranging from $25 to $100 for each 
offense.

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company should put an addi- 


tiona train on the Tyrone & Clearfield branch. The volume of 
passenger business alone demands it, while the amount of bag- 
gage and express handled each day not only makes additional ac- 
commodation necessary but requires it. 


Under existing circumstances the trip from Tyrone to Clear- 


field is a nightmare to weary travelers, who are compelled to wait 
anywhere from .ten to twenty minutes at each of the principal 
stations along the line, while express packages are being unload- 
ed and loaded. 


The Pennsylvania people as a rule are very solicitous as to 


the comfort and convenience of the road's patrons, but the service 
we are getting now on this branch is worse than a joke—it is so 
painful. 


The Pennsy should be able to start the early morning train 


from Tyrone at not later than 8 o'clock in the morning. 
This 


train could handle passengers and mail exclusively and an ex- 
press and passenger train could follow later to arrive at this 
end of the line at or before dinner time as at present. 


Such arrangement would be of immeasurable benefit to every 


town on the branch and would also do away with the long and 
vexatious delays incident to the loading and unloading of ex- 
press, etc. 


This of course would increase the operating expenses some-

This section 
permits the training of dog* en nmall 
game from September 1st to March ( 
1st (Sundays excluded) only when 
accompanied by their owner or hand- 
ler, and imposes a fine of $10.00 for 
each day dogs chase 
xmall game 


•when left limning at large duriny 
the close season, and $5.00 for each 
game bird or small 
game animal 


killed. Under section 25 of the came 
act any person may kill a dog chas- 
ing deer or elk at any time of the 
year, ami we are ready to pay anyone 
$5 for killing a dog chatting deer or 
elk upon receipt of proper affidavit 
and the ears of the 
dog 
killed. 


Owners of dogs diluting or killing 
doer or elk ore liable to penalties 
ranging from $25 to $100 for each 
offense. 
Many dog owners are under 


the impression that during the train- 
ing season they can let their dogn 
run at lurge. This is entirely erron- 
eous as the law provides for train-

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company should put an adcli- 


tiona train on the Tyrone & Clearfield blanch. The volume of 
passenger business alone demands it, while the amount of bag- 
gage and express handled each day not only makes additional ac- 
commodation necessary but requires it. 


Under existing circumstances the trip from Tyrone to Clear- 


field is a nightmare to weaiy travelers, who aie compelled to wait 
anywhere from ten to twenty minutes at each of the principal 
stations along the line, while express packages are being unload- 
ed and loaded. 


The Pennsylvania people as a rule are veiy solicitous as to 


the comfort and convenience of the road's patrons, but the service 
we are getting now on this branch is worse than a joke—it is so 
painful. 


The Pennsy should be able to start the early morning train 


from Tyrone at not later than 8 o'clock in the morning. 
This 


train could handle passengers and mail exclusively and an ex- 
press and passenger tram could follow later to arrive at this 
end of the line at or before dinner time as at present. 


Such arrangement would be of immeasurable benefit to every 


town on the branch and would also do away with the long and 
vexatious delays incident to the loading and unloading of ex- 
press, etc. 


This of course would increase the operating expenses some- 


what but we believe the volume of business on the T. & C. branch 
should entitle our demands to serious consideration and result in 
the required accommodating service.
